Three hours after the wreck on the 
Illinois 
Central 
Gulf 
Railroad 
com m uter line, the Cook County 
morgue reported 38 bodies had been 
brought from the crash. At least 100 
persons and possibly more were 
injured 
The death toll appeared certain to 
rise. 
As workmen began prying the 
w reckage 
a p a rt, 
bodies 
w ere 
removed at intervals of about every 
five minutes. 
The crash occurred at 7:27 a m 
CST at the height of the morning 
rush hour when thousands of persons 
travel 
the 
electrified 
com m uter 
line— known in Chicago as the 
" IC ” — from 
the south side of 
Chicago and southern suburbs to 
jobs in the Loop 
Brand new doubledecked trains 
along with cars alm ost 50 years old 
travel the tracks. A train composed 
of the old, dusty green cars, plowed 
into the rear of a train of new cars 
close by the 27th Street Station 
about three miles south of downtown 
Chicago. 
A total of about 1.100 persons w£re 
on the trains This reporter was one 
of them. 


The lead car of the old train 
ground into the new double decker, 
shredding its green and gold metal 
like tinfoil 
Bodies dangled in the 
wreckage of both 
The dead and 
injured were concentrated in the 
lead c a r of the old tram and the rear 
c ar of the other tram , which was 
backing 
up 
at 
the 
moment 
of 
impact 
Donna Posey, a passenger in the 
oncoming train, said the engineer 
cam e out of his com partm ent 20 
seconds before impact and yelled. 
"We re going to crash 
"Everybody got up and just about 
as we got up. we hit,” she said 
"E veryone scream ed and there was 
a pileupof people.”

shouting, 
"Run back, run back, we re going to 
crash " 


The passenger said, "About half 
the people in the c a r got up, but it 
was too late. Everybody fell right on 
the floor It was already too late to 
get back ” 


The extent of the disaster could 
not be learned for hours. The first 
casualties were carried from the 
w reckage wrapped in bloody khaki 
coverings. A fireman on one of the 
rescue crews panted. "We don t 
know if they’re living or dead ”

The picture of health, he might have 
come from a rest cure in some 
placid, pleasant place. 
Granted that he travels in the 
grand style with a limousine and an 
official escort awaiting his arrival 
and the berth on the presidential 
plane made up for him for the 
moment of takeoff. Yet pressures 
such as the jet lag, the time change 
between 
Paris and Saigon and 
Saigon and Washington are a fact no 
matter how cushioned the official 
mode of travel. And 14 hours spent 
with that sticky figure. President 
Nguyen Van Thieu, in the tropical 
heat of Saigon can 
hardly 
be 
considered a rest cure. 
It is too early to say what will be 
the ultimate outcome of the latest 
Kissinger round on Vietnam. Thieu 
may have succeeded in balking 
temporarily even an interim step 
toward peace. This is the power that 
has been put in his hands thanks to 
the rhetoric of self-determination 
and free choice coming from two 
Presidents of the United States; not 
to mention the enormous sums in 
military and economic aid propping 
up his military regime 
But, regardless of how this latest 
trial by jet turns out, Kissinger’s 
contribution to American diplomacy 
cannot be dimmed Working under 
the President s mandate, he has 
developed an orderly relationship 
with the two great powers, Russia 
and China. 
On the left this is denounced as

merely an exercise in power politics 
that cannot survive the test of a 
revolutionary age.

long tradition 
of 
American 
diplomacy 
based 
on 
peoples, their needs, their desires, 
their response to American ideals of 
freedom and self improvement 


To say that Kissinger is a realist 
is perhaps a sufficient answer to this 
criticism 
The structure of the 
nations 
that make up the world 
cannot 
be 
separated 
from 
the 
powers they exercise. To pretend 
that this power, when it appears 
contrary to our interests, 
is a 
transitory delusion that must yield 
to the good, the true and the 
beautiful 
is 
dangerous 
wish 
fulfillment. 


China 
shut 
away 
from 
any 
American view for 20 years was a 
perfect example. Under a Messianic 
policy, say the policy of John Foster 
Dulles, 
the United 
States could 
confidently expect to transform an 
evil society such as the Communists 
had imposed on the mainland of 
China Russian communism would 
wither away and freedom dawn tor 


the satellites if only American 
policy remained pure and undefiled 
Almost as much determinism went 
into this view as into Marxism with 
the inevitability of the withering 
away of capitalism. 
Speculation 
as 
to 
Kissinger’s 
future is at this point idle. Even if 
the Vietnam exercise fails with the 
record of the past three years a 
future must seem almost irrelevent. 
He is entitled to the highest rewards 
but democracies have curious ways 
of rewarding their public servants. 
In Britain if he were to step down 
he would be made Lord Kissinger of 
Waterside Directorships and other 
emoluments would come his way. 
He would sit in board meetings and 
take part as a private citizen in 
decisions of moment. 
There can be little doubt that he 
enjoys personal power. He would be 
less than human if he did not. 
Timing, as he has said, is all 
important in the kind of role he has 
played and above all the timing of 
departure. 
The 
temptation 
to 
overstay 
one’s 
potential 
for 
creativity has overwhelmed others 
in this role in the past. The realist, 
one must assume, knows the limits 
of the possible.
